- The Board of Education would respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report. | 3 
The board have endeavored to perform their duties in the 
best manner that circumstances would permit, employing such 
teachers as could be secured with the means at their com- 
mand and making only such changes in schools as seemed to be 
for the interest of all concerned. It is impossible to precon- 
ceive a correct idea of the adabtability of a person for teach- 
ing. Hence, it is uncertain what kind of work will be accom- 
plished by those who have had no experience. All the teachers 
have appeared to be faithful and conscientious tn the discharge 
of their duties and have succceded according to their ability 
and fitness for the work. We deem it unnecessary. and im- 
proper to point out the faults of any, but they will be consid- 
ered in the future selection of teachers. It is our opinion that, 
in some cases, if the teachers had received the support due 
them from the parents and friends the result of their 
efforts would have been more satisfactory. We hope that par- 
ents will ever be mindfulof the duties they owe to teachers 
and whenever there is any radical fault of the teacher. kindly 
inform the board whose duty and pleasure it will be to inves- 
tigate the matter and secure justice toall. We would rec- 
ommend liberal appropriation for school purposes that in the 
future our schools may be made second to none in their effici- 
ency for the advancement of education. We would also 
recommend that necessary steps be taken for the town to fur- 
nish text books to all scholars free, that a sufficient stock be 
kept on hand to supply the requirements of schools and_ that 
proper regulations be adopted governing the management of 
the same.
